Current Status 

1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 20 February 2009. 

2. Receipt and entry of Applicants' amendment is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 57-78 and 105-1 10 are actively pending in the application. 

The 112, second paragraph rejection of claims 57, 66, 71-75, 77 and 78 is 
maintained for the reason stated in the previous Office Action dated 23 October 2008. 
Applicants' arguments and amendments filed 20 February 2009 has been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive because the claims are confusing in light of the 
definition of the vahables and the Examiner cannot do a proper search on this 
application. One of ordinary skill cannot visualize the compound that Applicants' are 
describing. The terms "hydrophobic group, protecting group, phosphorylating reagent, 
and leaving group", in claims are relative terms which render the claims indefinite. The 
terms are not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

4. The 103 rejection of claims 57, 58, 60-63, 66, 70-75, 77 and 78 for the reasons set 
forth in the previous Office Action of 10/23/2008 is withdrawn because the prior art 
references cited teach structurally different compounds. 

5. The objection of claims 59, 64, 65, 67-69 and 76 for the reasons set forth in the 

previous Office Action of 10/23/2008 is maintained. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 58, 60-63 and 70 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Allowed Claims 
Claims 105-1 10 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search of 
the prior art failed to uncover any reference that anticipates or renders obvious an 
oxazaphospholane compound of the general formula 1 ; wherein all the variables are as 
defined in the claims.
